Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Newby  and  Ghntlembn, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1948. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  shows  a  slight  increase  on  last 
year  being  20.20  against  19.50  per  thousand  of  the  population.  The 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  17.9. 

The  Death  Rate  was  8.18  against  7.92  per  thousand  of  the 
population  last  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  wa6  10.8. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  51.72  compared  with  81.25  in 
in  1947.  The  actual  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  was  18  as 
against  26  last  year. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  34. 

Combined  with  my  report  is  that  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  express  thanks  to  all  those  who 
have  co-operated  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  during  the 
year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA 


Laboratory  Facilities 

Diphtheria  swabs  and  other  specimens  are  sent  to  the  County 
Bacteriological  Laboratory  at  Stafford  and  to  the  Pathological 
Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Hospital  for  examination. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

For  the  removal  of  infectious  cases  an  ambulance  is  provided 
by  the  hospital  authorities  who  take  the  patient. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

Wednesfield  Nursing  Association,  an  organisation  supported 
by  voluntary  contributions,  provides  one  nurse  who  gives  professional 
service  to  necessitous  non-infectious  cases.  When  infectious  cases 
art  kept  at  home  the  mother  of  the  patient  usually  acts  as  nurse, 
under  the  direction  of  the  medical  attendant.  This  organisation 
ceased  to  exist  on  July  5th.  The  County  Council  now  provide 
the  services  as  one  of  the  benefits  to  be  obtained  under  the  new 
National  Health  Service  Act. 

SVlaternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  a 
Welfare  Centre  is  held  at  the  Wesleyan  Sunday  School,  Well  Lane 
Valuable  advice  and  assistance  may  be  obtained  free  at  this  Centre. 
The  times  of  attendance  are  as  follows  : — 

INFANT  WELFARB  CENTRE. 

2  to  5  p.m.  on  Tuesday,  Weekly. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC. 

2  to  5  p  m.  on  Tuesday,  Fortnightly. 

Children  attending  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  can  be  referred 
to  an  Opthalmic  Sutgeon,  and  for  orthopedic  treatment  and  dental 
treatment  under  the  County  Council’s  schemes.  Dental  treatment 
is  also  provided  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers. 
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Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  (Cont  ) 

Dried  milks  and  vitamins  are  stocked  at  the  Pood  Office 
and  retailed  at  reduced  cost  prices  under  the  National  Scheme. 

Prom  time  to  time  lectures  on  mothercraft  are  given 

Hospitals. 

On  October  1st  1941  the  Joint  Hospital  Board  opened  Moxley 
Hospital  for  the  reception  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  This  is  a 
great  improvement  on  our  previous  arrangements  when  we  had  to 
rely  on  outside  Authorities  to  take  our  cases. 

Smallpox 

Provision  is  made  under  the  South  Staffordshire  Joint 
Smallpox  Board. 

Maternity 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council  the  Royal  Hospital 
Wolverhampton  will  take  difficult  cases  requiring  hospital  treatment. 

Accommodation  at  the  Rosemary  Bdnam  Maternity  House 
is  also  available. 

Two  Registered  Midwives  reside  within  the  Distr  ict. 

Medical  and  Surgical 

The  Royal  Hospital,  the  Women’s  Hospital,  and  the  Eye 
Infirmary,  Wolverhampton,  are  all  within  easy  distance. 

Wordsley  Hospital  is  also  available  for  patients  who  cannot 
obtain  accommodation  elsewhere. 

Nursery. 

This  has  been  used  to  full  capacity  during  the  year.  It  is 
a  great  help  to  mothers.  A  high  staT?  of  efficiency  is  maintained. 

Sanitary  Circumstances 

Combined  with  this  report  is  that  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector 
it  has  been  found  much  more  suitable  to  the  setting  out  of  the 
Reports  to  combine  the  two  rather  than  separate  them. 

Water 

The  supply  of  water  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes  is 
good  and  adequate  and  is  obtained  from  Wolverhampton 
Corporation.

The  year  1948  marks  but  little  advancement  toward  the 
much  which  requires  attention.  General  renovations,  re-housing 
and  demolition  of  unsuitable  premises,  remaining  almost  “as  you 
were”.  These  premises,  still  called  ‘home’  being  so  sited  and  of 
such  construction  as  to  cause  continual  concern  to  all  who  have 
the  welfare  of  the  future  generation  at  heart. 

Some  appreciated  relief  was  afforded  in  the  raising  of  the  Building 
Licence  Limit  to  £100  on  July  1st.

In  March  upon  obtaining  the  services  of  an  Operator,  a  more 
definite  approach  was  made  to  eradicate  pockets  of  resistance  in  the 
rodent  world. 

By  resolution,  the  Council  agreed  to  make  a  charge  for  the 
treatment  of  business  premises  and  no  charge  for  treatment  of 
private  dwellings. 

Such  treatment  undertaken  in  conformity  with  methods 
prescribed  by  the  infestation  division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
&  Fisheries.

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During  the  year  the  Orchard  and  Mattox  Road  Housing 
sites  were  completed  and  tenanted,  making  a  total  of  192 
permanent  houses  constructed  since  the  war,  in  addition  to  30 
prefabricated  bungalows,  which  number  comprise  of  10  four-bed- 
roomed  houses  and  182  three-bedroomed  houses. 

The  inclusion  of  a  number  of  two-bedroomed  houses  on  the 
Colman  Avenue  site  is  to  be  commended,  whilst  yet  it  is  regretted 
a  break  in  fhe  continuity  of  building  has  occurred. 

Four  houses  were  demolished,  two  of  which  were  condemned 
and  vacated  in  1939,  namely  : 

54  and  56,  New  Street, 

the  two  premises, 

17  and  19  Church  Street, 

being  so  treated  for  the  additional 
cause  of  danger,  the  respective  tenants  being  re-housed 


Two  previously  condemned  houses  were  permitted  to  be 
renovated  this  being  undertaken  by  the  young  couples  desiring 
to  live  therein,  a  nominal  period  of  five  years  being  allowed  as 
extended  life  to  the  property.  These  premises  being: 

8  Sc  10,  Lichfield  Road. 


Demolition  Notices  were  served  on  five  further  properties 
namely : 

“Lake  View”,  Watery  Lane,  (an  old  railway  carriage) 

1  to  4,  Devil’s  Elbow,  Linthouse  Lane. 

action  being  witheld  until  premises  are  vacated. 
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Household  Kitchen  Waste  &  Salvage  Collection. 

Co  incident  with  the  coming  into  force  of  the  new  National 
Health  Act  on  July  5th.,  an  experimental  collection  of  Kitchen 
Waste  and  Salvage  was  inaugurated,  each  household  receiving  a 
special  container  in  which  to  keep  scraps  etc. 

Out  of  a  total  of  154  houses  on  the  experimental  area  84 
agreed  to  participate  in  the  scheme  giving  these  results  for  the  first 
week.

SCARLET  FEVER.  51  cases  were  notified  compared  with  53 
in  1947.  No  death  occurred 


DIPHTHERIA  Only  3  cases  were  notified  throughout  the  year 
as  against  13  in  1947.  No  death  occurred. 

This  is  very  satisfactory  and  no  doubt  due  to  the  large 
percentage  of  children  immunised. 
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ENTERIC  FEVER.  No  case  occurred.

One  death 
occurred. 

TUBERCULOSIS.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  on 
the  register  128  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  69 
males  and  59  females,  and  68  persons,  30  males  and  38  females, 
suffering  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  a  total  on  the  register  of 
196.  Prom  the  following  table  it  will  be  seen  that  8  deaths  were 

registered  as  due  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  No  deaths  occurred 
from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  18  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  were  notified  during  the  year  and  3  other  forms.  7  of  the 
pulmonary  cases  were  admitted  to  sanatoria.
